It  will  be  seen  the  Birth  Rate  for  Pelixstov/e  is  main- 
taining a satisfactory  level  and  is  slightly  higher  than  the 
General  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  hales ^ The  Still  B.irth 
Rate  also  compares  favourably  with  that  of  the  whole  countryo 

The  Death  Rate  on  the  other  hand  is  rather  higher  than 
the  rate  for  England  and  Y/ales  and  probably  indicates  that 
the  average  age  of  the  population  of  Felixstowe  is  slightly 
higher  than  the  average  of  the  country  as  a whole o This  is 
borne  out  by  the  table  of  causes  of  death  which  shov/s  that 
Intra-cranial  Vascular  lesions  and  Cancer^  both  diseases  which 
manifest  themselves  in  later  lifCj  were  responsible  for  approx-

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Infectious  Diseases  during  194-9  produced  a total  of 
92  notifications  a.s  compared  v/ith  284-  during  the  previous 
year. 

Whooping  Gough  v/as  notified  in  26  cases ^ spread  fairly 
evenly  over  the  year.  It  is  fairly  certain  however  that 
this  disease  was  more  prevalent  than  this  suggests  and  many 
cases  must  have  missed  notification. 

Measles  produced  12  cases  and  was  confined  to  late  spring. 

Scarlet  fever  v\fith  14.  cases  notified  appeared  sporadically 
early  in  the  year  and  again  in  the  autumn. 


Tuberculosis  cases  on  the  Register  rose  during  the  year

In  my  report  for  191f8  I mentioned  the  magnitude  and 
urgency  of  the  Housing  problem  in  Felixstowe.  Unfortunately 
by  the  end  of  this  problem  had  decreased  neither  in 

urgency  nor  in  magnitude  in  spite  of  energetic  building. 

Poor  housing  conditions  and  overcrowding  are  the  major 
public  health  problems  of  the  post-w^ar  period  and  their 
solution  v/ill  help  materially  in  impi^oving  the  physical  and 
mental  health  of  a not  inconsiderable  portion  of  the  popu™ 
lat ion . 

For  a town  of  its  size^  however?  Felixstowe  is  fortun- 
ate in  having  remarkably  fev/  substandard  houses  and  nothing 
which  could  be  described  as  a slum.  This  means  that  the 
problem  is  not  complicated  by  the  need  for  re-housing 
’’Clearance  Areaso”

PRIVATE  WELLS 

Samples  were  taken  as  follov/s:- 

Girls^  Boarding  School  ~ 6 samples  taken.  This  school  has, 
for  some  years,  been  using  a supply  obtained  from  shallov/ 
wells  v/hich  required  to  be  chlorinated.  During  the  year  a 
nev/  bore  v/as  put  down  and  a series  of  samples  taken  which 
iiiidicate  that  the  school  now  has  an  abundant  supply  of  pure 
water. 


Boys^  Boarding  School  - 1 sample  taken  early  in  the  year 
proved  to  be  satisfactory.  Later,  during  the  period  of 
drought,  the  supply  failed  and,  for  some  months  water  had  to 
be  carted  to  the  school.  Since  then  this  well  has  been 
improved  to  increase  the  yield. 


Elementary  School  and  Houses  in  Ferry  Road  - In  spite  of  the 
school  well  having  been  cleaned  out,  chlorinated  and  protected 
from  surface  pollution  5 samples  taken  from  it  this  year  proved 
to  be  extremely  bad  and  the  water  still  has  to  be  boiled  before 
the  children  can  drink  it.  The  school  is  beyond  the  circuit 
of  the  water  main  and  as  there  are  10  houses  in  this  locality 
dra¥7ing  water  from  7 shallow/  v/ells  a series  of  IL  samples  were 
taken,  the  results  indicating  that  all  the  wells  are  polluted 
except  one.  The  only  remedy  is  an  extension  of  the  water  main 
and  at  the  time  of  v/riting  the  matter  is  being  gone  into  by  the 
V/ater  Company  at  the  request  of  the  Council.

The  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  at  the  sea  v/ater 
swimming  pool  at  Manor  House  was  inspected  at  intervals  during 
the  summer  season.  The  pool  has  a capacity  of  2685 000  gallons 
and  the  water  circulates  once  every  12  hours  passing  through  a 
sand  filter  and  a chlorinator  and  thence  via  the  aerator  back  to 
the  shallow  end  of  the  tank.  The  water  usually  shows  O.^  parts 
per  million  chlorine  on  a colour  test.  9 samples  were  taken 
during  the  year 5 one  being  unsatisfactory  for  some  reason  not 
apparent  on  investigation.
